of his name. Such an appropriate monument to departed genius have we in 
the noble edition of the works of Thackeray which is just now completed in 
twenty-four magnificent volumes. If, therefore, there were no other merit in 
this luxurious republication than the complete and exquisitely careful repro- 
duction of these artistic features, much might be said in its praise. But 
Srom this point of view alone the édition de luxe of the works of William 
Makepeace Thackeray goes a great deal farther.
